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THE TOPICAL INDEX FOR THE TEN YEAR PERIOD 
JANUARY, 1953 THROUGH DECEMBER, 1962 


An Index of the material which has appeared in the JOURNAL OF 
SCHOOL HEALTH for the past ten years has been prepared and is 
herewith presented to the membership. The subjects range wide over 
the entire scope of the School Health Education program. Because of 
the significance, variety, and authenticity of the published material, the 
Editor and the Governing Council of the American School Health Associa- 
tion meeting at Miami Beach, Florida in October of 1962 agreed to pro- 
duce this Index which will be materially helpful to all those who wish to 
utilize the articles which have appeared from time to time in the pages 
of the JOURNAL. 


Included in this Topical Index are all major and minor articles which 
came from original manuscripts, selected editorials, all ‘‘President’s 
Pages,”’ practically all of the items in the department ‘‘Research of Inter- 
est,’’ all Committee Reports (with the chairman listed as author), and 
selected articles from other departments. It was not possible to include 
in the Index book reviews, abstracts, citations for awards, biographical 
sketches, constitutional changes, listings of standing and study committees, 
and annual reports of Association officers. Nor did the Editor include 
news notes, announcements, or obituaries. 


In the preparation of the Ten Year Topical Index multiple authors 
were not cross-indexed individually. Where multiple authors appeared, 
the name of the author appearing first was used. The categories in which 
the articles appear in the Index were agreed to by a small committee of 
Contributing Editors but relatively few articles have been cross-indexed 
between categories. Such cross-indexing appears only when it is obvious 
that the author of the article intended that the manuscript be devoted to 
two or more subjects. 


This Index will be of particular use to those who prepare bibliographies 
for teachers, nurses and other personnel dealing with classes or public 
groups and to physicians who wish to trace the literature on a particular 
subject.
